Old rail line

WELLAND — He sat precari¬ 
ously on a girder about 30 metres 
above the pavement below. 

The man made it clear to police 
he intended to end his own life 
when he climbed the Main St. 
Bridge at about 9 p.m. Saturday, 
but he did bring a lifeline with him 
— his cellphone. 

He used that phone to call 911. 

If it hadn't been for Fonthill 
resident Krista Neilson — the 911 
dispatcher on the other end of that 
telephone connection — things 
might have turned out very differ¬ 
ently for the unidentified man. 

Normally, dispatchers are 
only on the phone with 911 call¬ 
ers for one to four minutes, said 
Wendy Rung, a supervisor of the 
Niagara Regional Police commu¬ 
nications and dispatch unit. By 
that time, emergency crews are 
either well underway or they've 
already arrived and the situation is 
handed over to them to deal with. 

But the man on the phone with 
Neilson wanted nothing to do with 
the police negotiators who were 
sent in, or the uniformed officers 
who closed the bridge to traffic 
below him for an hour. 

“He was more comfortable 
speaking with me,” Neilson 
recalled. "When that happened, 
I just tried to engage him in any-

thing he wanted to talk about.” 

Rung said Neilson spent 49 min¬ 
utes on the phone with the caller, 
adding that’s an “extraordinary 
amount of time” for a 911 call. 


Neilson has spent eight years 
working with the dispatch depart¬ 
ment. She’s sent help to a great 
many people during her career, 
but she’s never before been called 


on to provide that help herself by 
talking to a distraught caller. 

“That was the first time I’ve ever 
had one that was that extreme,” 
she told The Tribune, Monday. 

But, she added, being asked 
to go beyond the call of duty is 
always a possibility for 911 
dispatchers. 

“Any type of 911 call you get 
could be someone who’s in that 
type of distress. You have that in 
the back of your mind every time 
you answer one. We were trained 
and we do continue to be trained 
about these kinds of interven¬ 
tions,” she said. 

She recalled that training while 
talking to the man, knowing her 
words could make a considerable 
difference in the way the incident 
would eventually be resolved. 

“That’s what you’re told in train¬ 
ing, there is no wrong thing to say. 
That definitely was in the back of 
my head," she said. 

Neislon tried to assure the man 
that she cared, because “I did gen¬ 
uinely care about what happened 

She told him “we could talk 
about anything that he wanted to, 
so we went over a variety of differ¬ 
ent things,” she added. 

And the man’s mood varied, 
depending on what they spoke

PELHAM - For Jacquie 
Dorland, a love of painting 
keeps her going. 

“When you get older, you 
have to have a passion," said the 
Niagara Falls artist, “without it 
you lade.” 

For July and August, Dorland 
has an exhibition of her water¬ 
colour paintings at Keith’s 
Restaurant in Fonthill.

"They’re very playful." 

Dorland said she was always 
involved the visual art field.

College of Art, she worked as an 
advertising agency artist and an 
art teacher with the North York 
Board of Education. 

She retired at 55 with her 
husband in 1985 and moved to 
Niagara. 

That’s when she took up 
watercolour painting seriously. 

Her art school training 
spurred on her work. 

“I always felt I had to Justify 
my education," she said. 

As a student, she worked as a 
sign writer in her home town of 
Walkerton during the summer. 
It included painting signs for 
industrial fairs as well as names 
and licence permit numbers on 
the doors of transport trucks. 


Now she said she’s inspired 
by colour, texture and design. 
She has experimented with a 
variety of styles and techniques. 

The painter always has the 
urge to try it in a different way, 
she said. 

She described her work 
as “characterized by different 
approaches, vibrant colour and 
fiesh decisive brush strokes.” 

Dorland has exhibited in 
group, juried and solo shows. 
He work hangs in many private 
collections. 

In her watercolours, she said 
she likes “to leave something 
to the viewers imagination. It’s 
important to have a hint of mys¬ 
tery or surprise.”

"He tended to get a little 
upset and then he’d calm 
back down again,” she said. 
“I think he was pretty dis¬ 
tressed because he was in that 
situation. There was definitely 
some escalation during the 
conversation, but by the end 
of it he seemed fairly calm.” 

It wasn’t easy. 

“If you stay calm, it encour¬ 
ages (the caller) to stay calm. 
If you kind of escalated to the 
same level of hysteria that 
they’re in, it doesn’t help the 
situation,” she explained. “But 
it’s hard. It’s a very human 
thing to want to match their 
level of anxiety." 

NRP spokeswoman Const. 
Celine Whiteley, an instruc¬ 
tor in the NRP’s training unit, 
was impressed with Neilson’s 
response to the crisis. 

“It sounds like what she did 
is consistent with what offi¬ 
cers would do if he had opted 
to speak with them,” Whiteley 

Ultimately, Neilson’s efforts 
were successful. The caller 
willingly climbed down from 
the bridge, and was taken to 
Welland hospital for care. 

When it was finally over, 
Neilson took a moment to 
compose herself. Then she 
went back to answering calls 
for help from other people. 

Neilson isn’t taking full 
credit for the work she did. 


The office was “extremely 
busy” that night. During a 
three-and-a-half hour period 
Saturday evening. Rung said 
they received 312 calls. 

While Neilson was on the 
phone with the man on the 
bridge, her eight co-workers 
on shift that night were left 
to answer more than their 
normal share of calls while 
dispatching emergency per¬ 
sonnel, Neilson added.

As busy as they were, they 
still all chipped in to help 
Neilson — whether it was 
dispatching an ambulance or 
just sending text messages to 
Neilson’s computer telling her 
she was "doing a good job and 
to keep it up,” she said. 

"It’s one person talking on 
the phone, but it’s the whole 
room that makes those calls 
successful.” 

Neilson said she hopes her 
conversation with the man left 
a lasting impression on him, 
and “made him feel like there 
maybe was another option.” 

She hopes that if the caller 
ever feels “that distraught 


again, that he won’t have to 
go to that extreme, and there 
might be other people who 
would be willing to help him,” 
she said. 

"That's what I hope he steps 
away from it with. I told him 
at the end of the conversation 
that if he ever wanted to call 
me at dispatch, he was more 
than welcome to and talk to 
any one of my coworkers.” 

That night, Neilson was 
also in the process of training 
a new recruit. While she was 
talking to the man, she said 
her trainee was listening. 

“It was my first time training 
somebody,” she said. “It was 
an interesting opportunity to 
be able to share with her first 
hand how a call can go.” 

Rung said a recording of 
Neilson’s call is also being 
used to train other new 
recruits to the department 

Whiteley said the NRP is 
looking for new recruits for its 
civilian-run dispatch centre. 

She urged people who 
are interested in a career 
like Neilson’s to send 
their resume’s in to the 
NRP’s human resources 
department. 

The dispatchers could not 
discuss details about the 
caller such as the problems 
that drove him to the top of 
the bridge. Doing so, they fear, 
could remind him about those 
issues, Whiteley said.

Summer job puts ‘skills into practice’

PELHAM - For Kim 
Symons it’s the perfect 
summer job. 

The Brock University stu¬ 
dent is going into her fourth 
year of a child and youth stud¬ 
ies program. In the past, she 
has done various retail jobs 
but this summer she is help¬ 
ing children develop their 
reading habits 

As the Pelham Public 
Library’s summer reading co¬ 
ordinator, she overseas the 
Summer Reading Program 
sponsored by the Toronto- 
Dominion Bank for children 
six to 12 as well as its Wee 
Readers group for children 
five and younger. 

The reading club includes a 
Wall of Fame on which read¬ 
ers record with stickers the 
number of books read through 
the summer. They report once 
a week, and at the end of the 
summer they receive prizes. 

The Wee Readers have help 
from their parents, who read 
to them, but it encourages 
them to join their older broth¬ 
ers and sisters. 

Symons said she is 
delighted to have a paid job 
working with children. She 
had done volunteer work such 
as helping an 11-year-old boy 
improve his reading. 

“You get to put your skills 
into practice and keep the kids 
engaged.” 

This is also her first experi¬ 
ence with a summer reading 
program. 

“I’m from Thorold and we 
didn’t have it there,” in the 
library when she was growing 
up. She read on her own. 

The Pelham library has a 
strong tradition of summer 
reading programs. In recent 
years it has built it up through 
promotion in local schools 
before the end of the school 
year as well as through the 
local newspapers and its web¬ 
site and flyers. 

Last year, the library had 
about 300 children registered. 
So far children services co¬ 
ordinator Jennifer Bennett 


said this year’s total is quickly 
approaching that number. 
Children can register through¬ 
out the summer. 

Shawyn Porter, who signed 
up her children Tehgan, 7, and 
Chiece, 5, said it was her first 
experience with a summer 
reading program. Her children 
like to read with the youngest 
starting to recognize words as 
they read together. 

“We read the Paper Bag 
Princess by Robert Munsch on 
the weekend,” she said. 

The program keeps up read¬ 
ing skills. 

Symons said teachers in the 
fall notice those children who 
read through the summer and 


those who did not. 

“The skills get rusty,” she 
said about literacy. 

The children in the program 
are excited. 

“They love to see their 
names on the wall and come 
back through the summer to 
put stickers on it,” she said. 

Popular books for the Wee 
Readers are Franklin the 
turtle and Dora the Explorer. 
Older readers like Captain 
Underpants and Judy Blume. 

The library also has a 
summer program for teen 
readers but the approach is 
different, Symons said. The 
Teen Summer Reading Club 
invites teens to record their 


reading on a ballot and submit 
mini-reviews of the books. At 
the end, there is a draw for a 

Symons said the reviews 
will help library staff assess 
the quality and appeal of 
the books. Among teens, 
the Twilight vampire series 
remains popular as do other 
books recently made into 
movies. 

The library has a series of 
summer events broken down 
into age groups. They are built 
around a splash theme. 

Summer story times for 
children six months to two 
year and for those two to six 
years are on Thursdays. 


Six one-time events for 
children ages three to six are 
spread through the summer. 

For children six and over, 
there are 11 special events 
that started with local author 
Toni Ferrara and her books 
Monkies and Mayhem, and, 
Butterflies and Birchbark on 
Wednesday. 

Mystic Drumz, a drum¬ 
ming programming, will beat 
it out in two sessions in the 
Old Pelham Town Hall on 
Canboro Rd. on Tuesday and 
Aug. 16 

For science lovers aged six 
to 12, Mad Science will have 
four events, with the first on 
Tuesday at the Fonthill branch. 


Information about times 
and fees is available on the 
library’s website www.pel- 
hamlibrary.on.ca or by picking 
up its brochure at the library. 
Most events require advanced 
registration. 

For the traveller, the library 
offers “literacy on the go” dps. 
For example, “have your child 
map out the route and record 
places or buildings you pass 
along the way.” 

Symons said she isn’t 
sure where her children and 
youth studies program will 
lead her after she graduates 
but the summer experience 
at the Pelham library will be 
valuable.

Risky parking 

J ohn Dunn and his family alerted 
Pelham town council to a safety risk, 
m a letter with pictures, he oudined 
the risks presented by a casual, 
unregulated parking arrangement along 
Church St. in Fenwick. 

“While the need for public parks and 
venues is important to any community, 
the necessity of maintaining public fire 
and life safety during such events must 
remain an ultimate priority,” he writes. 

“During special events held at the 
park (Lions Carnival, Soccerfest, 
Bikeooberfest, Santa Parade, etc) 

Church St. becomes clogged with 
parking on both sides of the street, 
despite the presence of no parking signs 
erected on the west side of the street.” 

Drivers, he said, park wherever they 
will — front lawns, sidewalks, across 
driveways and “in front of ‘no parking’ 
signs.” He included photographs from 
the June 4 Soccerfest to make his point. 

Church St. is narrow at the best of 
times. Park cars, trucks and vans on 
both sides, it becomes an obstacle 
course. Fire trucks, ambulances, police 
cars and other response vehicles 
would quickly snarl in traffic during an 
emergency on the street or in the park. 

Centennial Park is a highly successful 
venue. Not only special events, but 
regular activities such as tennis, soccer 
and softball games can quick fill the 
few dozen parking spaces in the park. 
Vehicles quickly spill out onto the street. 

Dunn suggests a strategy to make 
things safer, ft would involve alternative 
parking arrangements and strict parking 
enforcement. Unheeded “no parking” 
signs are a bust. 

Town council sent the letter to its staff 
for “investigation and a report.” 

Ticketing illegal along the street 
would be a start. However, as use of 
Centennial increases so does the need 
for more parking in the park.

Former town councillor foresees multi-use trail

He foresees a multi-use 
trail between Church St. in 
Fenwick and the Welland- 
Pelham boundary just south 
of Webber Rd. where the 
railway had a bridge cross¬ 
ing the Welland River. 

“The town owns the line, 
I believe it got it for $1,” 
the former town councillor 

Council looked at the idea 
during the past decade. It 
fizzled out partly because of 
objections from a couple of 
landowners bordering the 
line, but Berkhout said it’s 
worth trying again. 

Much of the potential 
trail is still open. It's used 
by horse riders, ATV drivers, 
mountain bikers and walk¬ 


ers like Berkhout. It’s been 
part of his regular exercise 
route for years. 

It’s easily accessible, he 
said, as he strolled south 
from Foss Rd. along an 
unopened Cream St. road 
allowance to a junction with 
the railway line. 

In Fenwick it starts at 
Church St. beside an oper¬ 
ating railway line. It has an 
unofficial link to Centennial 
Park and crosses Balfour, 
Poth and other streets on its 
way to Welland. 

Berkhout said the line 
could give many users a 
path similar to the Steve 
Bauer trail on a former 
NS&T line in Pelham, the 
Gord Harry Trail along a 
former Grand Trunk rail line 


in Wainfleet, the Friendship 
Trail from Port Colborne to 
Fort Erie on another part of 
the Grand Trunk and vari¬ 
ous portions of the Welland 
Canals trails. 

Construction and main¬ 
tenance costs would affect 
timing for any construction. 
Berkhout suggests a vol¬ 
unteer group could to help 
maintain it with support 
from the town. 

Currently, Pelham takes 
care of the Steve Bauer 
Trails. Gord Harry Trail 
in Wainfleet is owned by 
the Niagara Peninsula 
Conservation Authority 
while Niagara Region over¬ 
sees the Welland Canals 

Bea Clark is chairwoman 


of the Pelham Active 
Transportation Committee 
which advises the town on 
walking, hiking and cycling 
projects. It is working on a 
master active transportation 
plan for the town. 

A TH&B line trail was 
suggested to the committee 
in a survey at the Pelham 
Farmers Market in the 
spring, she said. 

“It was reviewed by the 
committee at the June meet¬ 
ing. We will be discussing it 
further in September and 
have asked the town staff 
for clarification about the 
status of this abandoned 
railway line.”

DENTURES: Things Every Denture Wearer Should Know: 

DID YOU KNOW? 

► You should not wear loose dentures. Loose dentures can cause excessive friction and pressure toward the gum tissues and hones, 
resulting in painful sore spots and bone shrinkage. Have them checked. 

► Dentures can warp if placed in hot water. 

► Dentures can change shape if they dry out. When not in use, cover dentures with (room temperature) water or a denture-cleaning 
solution to prevent them from drying out. 

► Dentures should be brushed inside and outside daily with a soft, large nylon denture toothbrush with round-ended bristles. Use 
denture creams instead of toothpaste, which is too abrasive and will scratch your denture. Rinse with cold water.

Scottish scouts spoiled 
by North Pelham hosts 


PORT COLBORNE — Scouts visit¬ 
ing from Scotland are amazed by the 
hospitality. 

“We’ve been spoiled rotten,” Scout 
leader Douglas Morton of the 183rd 
Glasgow sccout troop said Friday. 

The 18 Scottish scouts and one 
German exchange scout spent two 
weeks as guests of 1st North Pelham 
scouts at Camp DayHonDayLahQuah 
in Port Colborne. 

The scout camp on Pinecrest Rd. 
near Gasline served as a base for the 
Scottish and 11 Canadian scouts. 
They travelled around Niagara visit¬ 
ing Niagara Falls, parks. Fort George, 
Niagara-on-the-Lake and the Friday 
night stock car races at the nearby New 
Humberstone Speedway. 

They even marched in Pelham’s 
Canada Day Parade. 

“You’d never see a community turn 
out for something like that back home. 
It looked like the whole town was 
there,” Morton said. 

The support for the local scout group 
stunned the Scottish leader. Not only 
did the two groups receive tickets for 
Niagara Parks attractions and car races, 
a grocery store donated gift cards, din¬ 
ners from local restaurants and eggs 
from a local producer, but the commu¬ 
nity helped equipped their campsite. 

The North Pelham scouts bought 
new tents to house their guests with 
the help of a donation from Pelham 
Mayor’s Gala. North Pelham scout 
leader Phillip Blackmore estimated the 
scouts received about $10,000 worth 


of local donations for the two-week 

Blackmore said he wouldn't even 
try to list the contributions because he 
would surely miss many. 

Morton said the fact that they had to 
bring very little with them enabled the 
Scottish scouts to travel cheaper and 
bring more people. 

"It’s expensive to fly especially if you 
add extra baggage,” he said. 

This is his third trip to Canada. The 
previous two were to Great Lakes 
Jamborees involving hundreds of 
scouts in a big camp. 

"This was better,” he said explain¬ 
ing that the scouts got to see what 
Canadian culture was all about and 
develop close friendships. 

The food was a surprise. Blackmore 
said they served them as many 
Canadian dishes, including maple 

"Fried bologna was something 
strange,” Morton said. 

Although the camp is near Vimy 
Beach, the visiting scouts experienced 
a drawback of the Great Lakes in a hot 
summer. Stink from algae made the 
use of beach impractical. They did, 
however, get to try a beach up the lake. 

Morton said the scouts did enjoy dif¬ 
ferences such as exchanging tips on 
how to play "football.” In Canada what 
the Scots play is soccer; in Scotland, 
what the Canadians play is closer to 
rugby. 

Morton said the scouting movement 
is popular in Glasgow. His group is 
full at 46 members and at the moment 
no female members. The Girl Guide 
movement is very active there.

ST. CATHARINES - It has been 
a dream rowing season for Denis 
Morris High School graduate Erin

Heading into the year without a 
previous victory at the Canadian 
Secondary Schools Rowing 
Association championships, the 
18-year-old Jordan resident won the 
lightweight and heavyweight single 
at the event. 

Add in victories at the Stotesbury 
Cup and the American Scholastic 
championships and Snelgrove is the 
holder of high school rowing’s pres¬ 
tigious Triple Crown plus one. 

But all those accomplishments 
pale in comparison to what lies 
ahead for the St. Catharines Rowing 
Club member. Snelgrove and South 
Niagara Rowing Club member 
Anna lonson, a recent E.L. Crossley 
Secondary School graduate, will rep¬ 
resent Canada in the double at the 
junior world championships Aug. 
4-7 in Eton, Great Britain. 


The Canadian team, which also 
includes St. Catharines’ Marissa 
Kump and South Niagara’s Aleda 
Kawtdek in the four, will leave for a 
training camp in Great Britain July 
24. 

“I don’t want to think about icing 
on the cake because the focus of 
the entire year has been the junior 
trials,” Snelgrove said. “It has always 
been about preparing myself for the 
junior team because this is the most 
important regatta I’ll do this year.” 

To make the Canadian junior 
team for the second straight year 
was no easy task for the diminutive 
Snelgrove. 

"There’s a lot of girls who are 
broad and strong and I’m small,” she 
said. “My erg scores have to be com¬ 
petitive at least and I’m pretty sure 
I was one of the last girls invited to 
junior camp." 

To keep up with the bigger 
women, she followed an intense 
training regimen put together by 
coach Swede Burak. In addition 
to on-water training, it included 
ergometer work, running, riding a

“I really don’t have much of a 
social life to be honest.

It’s not just 
about going trialling in one day.”

lonson, a 17-year-old E.L. 
Crossley Secondary School graduate 
and two-time CSSRA gold medal¬ 
list this spring, will make her first 
appearance at the junior worlds. 
After making the CanAmMex squad 
in 2009, she failed in her attempt to 
crack Team Canada’s roster last year. 
"It (the double) will be a new 


experience for both of us,” the four¬ 
time Henle gold medallist said. "But 
it is valuable that Erin has been there 
before and I will definitely be taking 
stuff from her and Marissa.” 

“It’s a litde intimidating, but I’m 
very excited to be representing my 
country on the international stage.” 

Like Snelgrove, making the junior 
worlds was the main goal this season. 

“It’s something I’ve been work¬ 
ing towards for a long time and I 
couldn't be happier than to be 
rowing in a double with Erin.”
